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Editor’s Note. experience high-school teaching, and 
amazing revelation of the effect of previous religious teaching is contained 
in this paper. The teacher of every elementary-school grade and every high- 
school class will have an opportunity to see the end result of their work 
in the selected group that remains in school. 


ERY shortly after the opening some our 
Catholic universities each September, retreat 


held. The purpose that retreat give the stu- 
dents opportunity, especially the freshmen, begin the 
year right. the high-school level, far can learn, 
retreats are not usually held. There are many reasons that 
might given for this fact, but not the purpose 
this paper discuss them, nor urge that formal retreats 
given. merely mention the idea retreat because 
want show how one can conducted informally, when 
the other impossible; and any teacher religion, 
when priest not appointed conduct the exercise. 

sometimes wonder are sufficiently convinced 
the fact that unless get our students their reli- 
gion are failures teachers it. have sympathy 
all with teachers who try get out teaching religion 
the score that they have not had the chance special- 
ize that subject. Every religious worthy the name 
can specialist the teaching religion, for, unless 
badly mistaken, effectiveness teaching depends 
upon our own religious life. the love God not 
strong that overflows copiously upon human souls 
for which Christ died, and make apostles zeal for 
their salvation, there may nothing wrong with 
teachers religion far content concerned, but 
there something vitally wrong with religious. Be- 
cause really burned with zeal for the salvation 
souls, really were fervent religious, would spare 
time, energy the preparation our classes and 
very short time would efficient teaching 
religion would any other subject. 

Have not often experienced how our enthusiasm for 
certain subject inspired imitation our students? Have 
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you yourself never had English teacher, for example, 
come into class and read story that had written, the 
result which made you get down work produce 
something like it? you didn’t, you never had real 
English teacher, else there was something wrong with 
you; but you did, you will know what mean when 
say that the sum total your religious life that 
will the impelling force your teaching religion. 
Students will catch your enthusiasm. 

Now, all this seems have taken far away from the 
idea conducting informal retreat the beginning 
the school year, but hasn’t. These considerations have 
been made merely prove you that your ability 
conduct such spiritual enterprise, thus paving the way 
toward getting your students live their religion, depends 
upon the way you yourself live yours. 


Visualizing Student’s Problems 


will now briefly discuss how informal retreats have 
been conducted with seniors. soon the religion class 
organized, usually the second day school, pass out 
sheets paper containing the following questions: 

How often did you receive Holy Communion during 
August? 

Why didn’t you oftener? 

What you consider the dominant sin boys 
your age? 

For how long you believe boy your age 
remains the state grace after good confession? 

What could the teacher make you better 
Catholic? 

Would you ready die your present spiritual 
condition? 

signatures are added the papers, and 
well tell the boys that they fear the teacher will 
recognize their writing they may print the answers even 
refuse answer them all. the ten years that have 
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been using this method approach have never found 
any boy the least unwilling correspond with me. 

The next step for the teacher tabulate the returns. 
There will many surprises. From the answers will come 
the topics for discussion; will come the real reasons why 
our students are not living their religion they should. 
Once find these reasons and work them, root them 
out, will find response God’s grace that will 
almost visible. 

One year when classes opened September had 
seniors religion. will use this class for found very 
typical one. With the responses the first question given, 
was able make the following tabulation: 


had not gone Holy Communion during the month. 
had gone but once. 
had gone twice. 
had gone four times. 
had gone eight times. 
had gone twelve times. 
had gone four times week. 
had gone five times week. 
had gone six times week. 
had gone every day. 


some our readers that may seem good showing 
for modern American youth. But compare with their 
record the end May the same school year. Two 
students had been added during those months. The tabu- 
lation for May follows: 


had gone but once. 

had gone twice. 

had gone three times. 

had gone five times. 

had gone six times. 

had gone seven times. 

had gone eight times. 

had gone ten times. 

had gone fifteen times.

had gone twenty-nine times. 
had gone thirty times. 

‘had gone daily. 


The sum total Holy Communions for August was 
314; for May, 884; gain 570. 

Now let look over some the responses the second 
question: “Too lazy.” don’t know.” “Because I’m 
afraid confession.” “Because live too far from 
church; can’t get back home for breakfast and get 
time for school.” commit too many sins.” can’t get 
confession often enough.” guess don’t appreciate 
enough what Holy Communion means.” There plenty 
work there. Fourteen gave the first response, “Too 
lazy.” Ten said the fear confession kept them away. 

There was great, yet horrible, unanimity the 
responses the third question. Forty said was sins 
impurity; one said was disobedience parents; and 
one said was cursing. Does not this explain the poor 
attendance the sacraments, especially Holy Com- 
munion? Frequent Holy Communion and sins against holy 
purity can never together! 

Naturally there was great difference opinion con- 
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cerning the fourth question. One said hoped 
was correct thinking that had never deliberately 
committed mortal sin.” Some felt they “seldom com- 
mitted mortal while the other extreme there 
were those who believed they “fell into serious sin every 
week.” fall usually the next day after confession,” 
added few. 

Less diversity was found response the fifth ques- 
tion. “Explain the Sixth Commandment.” “Help 
overcome sins personal impurity.” confes- 
sion.” “Help understand the importance fre- 
quent Holy Communion.” “Help overcome fear 
receiving Holy Communion unworthily.” And, evi- 
dently from the frequent communicants, appre- 
ciate even more the wonderful privilege frequent Com- 
munion.” “Explain some private devotions.” 

Consider the answers the sixth question: Five saic 
Three “were not sure.” Four “were afraid not.” 
Thirty said “No.” 

There were two great divisions the responses the 
seventh question. Fourteen said was “torture”; nine 
said “it was torture most the eleven said “it 
was welcomed.” Three didn’t “understand confession well 
Two were “always doubt”; and three said 
all depends upon condition.” 


Solving Students’ Problems 

From examination the above answers plain 
see that little spiritual improvement could expected 
until the teacher carefully, reverently, patiently, and fear- 
lessly explains the Sixth Commandment, confession, the 
almost absolute necessity frequent Communion order 
keep the state grace, vain fears about receiving 
Holy Communion, devotion Jesus the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, and some the more important devotions the 
Church, such our Blessed Mother, our Guardian 
Angel, and the Poor Souls. 

These, then, will form the topics for discussion during 
the so-called retreat. may take month completely 
explain all them. teacher must have great patience, 
real sympathy with the boys’ problems; must inspire 
confidence, and show every word and action his life 
that really lives what says. takes boys but very 
short time size up, and once they find flaw our 
make-up there arises tendency doubt our sincerity. 

Before beginning the discussion the Sixth Command- 
ment impress upon the boys the seriousness the sub- 
ject; the great chances falling into serious sin even 
while trying learn about this important matter unless 
they arm themselves prayer and the reception the 
sacraments. very gratifying observe how seriously 
young men enter into the problem. sure indication 
that they want avoid the terrible sins impurity. 

Rev. Lionel Pire, C.PP.S., has written what con- 
sider the finest thing this delicate subject. His little 
book called, The Heart Young Man Talks 
Personal Purity Boys. published Frederick 
Pustet Co., Inc., Cincinnati, Ohio. first thought 
might best get copies enough for the class, but upon 
consideration decided that would better simply for 
read the booklet the class, commenting enlarg- 
ing where necessary, and leaving the students free ask 
questions matters came up. followed this plan, for 
felt that each boy had copy there would pos- 
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sibility its misuse some, and instead being 
help heaven might turn out the contrary. Never 
once during the time that tooR read that book did 
find the least thing suggesting the slightest irreverence 
the part the students, and the sincere gratitude 
expressed personally, and written reactions the 
course, were such that one could feel great good had 
been accomplished it. That month the number Holy 
Communions increased 160. Let say before leaving 
this subject that always best have the boys write 
out their questions unsigned papers, for there are 
always those who would like know certain things, but 
who will too timid ask orally, especially before the 
class. 
Understanding Confession 

The next question for discussion confession. wonder 
fully realize how many young men are held back 
from really living their religion account confession. 
wonder really get know the real heartaches, the 
real hours agony spent the very boys are teach- 
ing, simply account the strange ideas they have 
about confession, and not think have done all 
that God wants until have cleared all these 
points. Why, teacher observant can even “see” 
the loads fall from his boys’ shoulders when strikes 
point that for them has been the weight holding them 
down. Too much time cannot spent upon this subject. 
Take nothing for granted. over and over the five things 
necessary for the proper reception the sacrament. Em- 
phasize chiefly the necessity real purpose amend- 
ment. Pass out slips paper for questions. Give many 
examples. Try make the students realize that God in- 
tended the sacrament real consolation not torture. 
usually spend full week this subject. 

The next step also deals with purgation. this time 
the boys will feel quite safe about matters confession. 
might interesting for the teacher following this meth- 
make survey the class, writing, ascertain 
how many had gone confession since the discussion. 
Boys will even come and tell you what difference there 
was between the last and the one which preceded it. Now 
will take the process overcoming the fears about 
receiving Holy Communion frequently. There booklet 
published the Sentinel the Blessed Sacrament Press, 
New York City, entitled Vain Fears, which treats this 
subject remarkably well. use that together with the fears 
indicated the students. Each one these should 
gone over carefully. Don’t think any one them too 
insignificant. What might seem trifle one might 
just the thing which keeps another away. Students are 
very observant; they are watching particularly see 
how you will treat their objection. very patient and 
sympathetic, but firm your treatment the an- 
swers. the years that have been using this method 
have seldom had deal with objection that was not 
covered the booklet Vain Fears. teacher should 
feel afraid handle objections raised the students, 
might limit himself the discussion the fears given 
that book. Don’t hurry over any them. 


Frequent Communion Necessary 
Then comes the building-up process. must get the 
boys appreciate the fact that frequent Holy Com- 
munion almost absolute necessity they would live 
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the state grace. Recall them the answer they gave 
answering question That will make the thing per- 
sonal. Explain them the meaning Christ’s words: 
Except you eat the Flesh the Son Man and drink 
His Blood, you shall not have life you. should 
made plain that the doesn’t mean physical life. 
Discuss the encyclical Pope Pius Holy: Com- 
munion. can procured from the America Press, 
New York City. One could also send the Rev. John 
C.S.C., Prefect Religion, University Notre 
Dame, Notre Dame, Ind., and ask for copy his 
gious Survey. will show what college men think about 
frequent Communion, and boys, you know, are impressed 
what their elders do. 

Too much emphasis cannot put the fact that 
Holy Communion was not given reward for 
merit, but sure means cutting sin out our lives. 
This point the boys seldom hear spoken and 
result they think they are not good enough Holy 
Communion. That fact course, but Jesus doesn’t 
come anyone Holy Communion because good 
enough, but make him good. 

this time possibly three weeks have passed. the 
teacher has been intense, has been quite successful 
putting these matters across, should notice great 
difference his students. From time time, will 
necessary repeat these things. There will some who 
will slow responding. Pray for them; try find out 
who they are; talk them privately, but patient, sym- 
pathetic. Check the class least once month. Let 
the class know what improvement has been made. always 
tabulate the returns shown the opening part this 
paper, and read them. The chart may placed 
the class bulletin board and each succeeding one placed 
next where the students may compare one month with 
another. You will surprised see how many will read 
and compare the results. Try also get the boys inter- 
ested leading their friends the practice fre- 
quent Holy Communion. Bring out the missionary idea. 

Now the regular textbook may introduced. Later 
may have chance tell you how introduce and 
explain the various devotions, such the practice 
visiting the Blessed Sacrament, devotion our Blessed 
Lady, the Poor Souls, etc. These things are introduced 
gradually, and gradually absorbed, that only 
toward the end the course that the student gets full 
idea well-rounded Catholic life which should live. 


CHEATING SCHOOL 


blame for cheating? William Morrison, writing 
the Los Angeles School Journal, blames the system.

We should welcome lesson plans or practical 
aids illustrating the various points discussed in this paper.

facts laws, cities, battles, religions, and the like. 
therefore moral knowledge knowledge the play and 
activity man’s spiritual nature. 

Historical material must elaborated and combined. 
Historical facts themselves are not history. They must 
worked up; they must organized; that is, brought 
together and integrated with reference their relations. 

History also tests its own results; seeks verify its 
own facts and conclusions. Methods and processes in- 
vestigation are important. The reflective treatment the 
historical method falls the philosopher; but its essential 
nature and practical application also engage the 
attention the historical student.

Function History 


The function history twofold: gives accurate in- 
formation about the past; helps solve problems 
telling how other people have solved these same 
problems when confronted with them. will get the 
greatest amount value from history when make 
real and concrete can, when nearly possible 
can relive the situations which past peoples met the 
problems. 

The object teaching history not crowd with 
facts and dates, but awaken thought, and especially 
teach the habit thinking intelligently about political 
events our own and other countries. detailed study 
history gives the child insight into character and 
trains his judgment and sympathy. History illustrates the 
principles which the everyday life the world being 
conducted. History tends liberalize the mind, freeing 
from prejudice, narrowness, selfishness. the great 
means teaching patriotism. Study the times that tried 
men’s souls tends form souls that are capable endur- 
ing trials. 

Dr. Klemm states: “The aim should nourish and 
strengthen all powers the soul interest, emotion, and 
volition. The pupil’s intellect increased making him 
familiar with historical deeds, affording comparisons 
and making distinctions, causing keen judgment and 
correct conclusions. The pupil’s heart influenced in- 
struction history, because many great, sublime, noble, 
and beautiful actions are presented, which cause pleasure 
and lead imitation, unconsciously the pupil. The 
pupil’s will-power greatly stimulated instruction 
history, because warned and inspired truth, right, 
and duty, for love country and fellow men.”

The teacher history must person whose 
full patriotism, and beats strongly for truth, right, 
and duty.

That the teacher connect the new historical 
edge with circumstances and conditions, such are either 
known the pupils are near enough hand draw 
them into the discussion. 

That the pupil should not remain receptive, but 
induced active his study. 

That the teacher should induce his pupils com- 
pare similar and dissimilar actions and persons, and there- 
cause judgment upon cause and effect from moral 
ethical standpoint, that not merely the intellect 
developed, but also the heart and the will. 

That instruction history brought into organic 
connection with the study language; for this reason, 
patriotic poems and ballads can woven profitably, and 
that geography must aid history self-evident. (1) 
the early days education instruction must narrow 
idea, though rich content. (2) must thorough. 
(3) Only when the pupil thoroughly home with the 
main ideas and the single line thought wrought into the 
mental substance should the teacher begin broaden 
the work. 


Aims and Values 
Disciplinary Value 
trains the memory, the imagination, and the thinking 
faculties. Complex facts must resolved into simple ones. 
Many facts called simple are really complex and must 
analyzed before they can understood. the study con- 
sists mere memory work, will little for any the 
logical powers; but studied philosophically, due attention 
being paid the discovery relations and criticism 
method, becomes noble exercise thought. 


Moral Knowledge History 

The beautiful lesson truth taught Washington 
and Franklin. Honesty exemplified the life Lincoln. 
The noble patriots inspire the children with love for our 
country. 

The judgment receives training. who cannot forget 
can never know what happiness is.” 

History related citizenship. teaches love 
country, loyalty national ideals, reverence for law, and 
respect for constituted authority. The statesman needs 
history for guidance and inspiration. “elevates the

Problem Grading History 


History should taught epochs. The culture epoch 
applied history programs admits two interpreta- 
tions. According one interpretation facts are 
selected and arranged keep children each step 
the way occupied with stages race culture corresponding 
the stage which they have themselves attained. the 
first four grades children are primitive beings, the fifth 
and sixth grades they are medieval, the seventh and 
eighth grades they are becoming modern. But this con- 
ception sometimes held may safely disregarded. 

The second procedure looks not the general culture 


stage the development the race, but specifically 


the development the historical sense. Accordingly, the 
first conceptions history the race should come first 
historical instruction, while later conceptions come late 
the history program. “We must teach history the 
young epic, drama, and song.” 

The past reconstructed embraces three general 
kinds phenomena: (1) physical human beings; (2) 
their physical environment; (3) human thoughts, feelings, 
and resolutions. Historical information can always re- 
duced facts that relate one another these gen- 
eral kinds phenomena, their interrelations. 

The first and second types have direct appeal the 
senses, but not the third type. The thoughts and feelings 
are revealed the “looks men, deeds, and 


History the Curriculum 
Biographical Approach 


History teaching the grades should bear heavily 
biography. Facts about man arouse more enthusiasm 
and interest than facts about community state. Lives 
are vehicles for conveying lessons morals and patriot- 
ism, seek illustrations, not life, but ideals living. 
The study individuals preparation for the study 
social groups, which turn bridge history. 

The individual person simpler subject study 
than the tribe, city, nation which belongs. 

Children have natural and healthy interest per- 
sons; they live and suffer with their heroes and thus en- 
large their own experience manner scarcely 
thought dealing with social groups. 

Acquaintance with great and noble characters the 
past creates desire like them and makes the evil 
deeds evil men abhorrent. 

Individuals can made represent social groups, 
that study the characteristics and experiences 
individuals effect study the characteristics and 
experiences social groups themselves. 

careful selection characters must made. The 
demand for “plenty action,” and thus usually implies 
action that savors somewhat the spectacular. For moral 
and patriotic purposes the chief stress naturally laid 
upon “highly endowed” and “nobly striving” men. fill 
the minds children with images according which they 
can adjust and regulate their conduct, the supreme aim 
biography school. The study our zealous mission- 
aries inspiration never shrink from duty even 
though there need heroic blood. The biographies can 
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made historical grouping men about events rather 
than events about men. 

The Pilgrim Fathers themselves their heroic deeds 
defying sea and storm, hunger and cold, and wily foe; 
their peaked hats, dark cloaks, and heavy swords will 
impress minds that not respond their civil and 
religious ideas the Pilgrim Compact. Then the mind 
more readily seizes hold individuals. Miles Standish 
cuts deeper trace memory than the whole company 
that landed Plymouth. Franklin will awaken interest 
when the Albany Congress fails so. 

This grouping men about events allows for the possi- 
bility arranging biographical stories convey 
some impression continuity. This idea continuity 
make use stories that have some relation each 
other and each story make use incidents that have 
some relation each other. 

good life Washington almost complete history 
the Revolution: good life Lincoln, the Civil War. 
The life Lincoln contains more the elements the 
original character than ordinary history. These biogra- 
phies should not confined men public life, but 
also such whose influence was far-reaching Fulton, 
Whitney, Emerson, Ericsson, and many more. Diaries and 
autobiographies are source interest and charm 
themselves. 

Another rule follow the selection characteristic 
facts facts that mark the man, the country, the age, 
and serve distinguish him from other men 
ages. History moral knowledge, and constant deference 
must paid the truth; matter veracity. Facts 
that are not characteristic convey false impressions. The 
teacher needs just views and sound judgment avoid the 
wrong combination facts and disproportion. 

bit romance, poetry, anecdote, story, will throw 
more light upon historical situation, let you deeper 
into actual life, than page careful analysis. The 
struggles Columbus, quest patron, his voyage 
and discoveries; the chivalrous, far-sighted Raleigh; the 
story-telling adventurer John Smith; William Penn; the 
zeal the Jesuits their efforts save souls; the labors 
the Franciscan Fathers the Southwest all these 
involve characters perennial interest children. 

Too much stress often placed battles, anecdotes 
distinguished persons, and gossip. However our Ameri- 
can Revolution and Civil War were followed far- 
reaching results. 


Making the Past Real 


Every community offers least the community itself, 
local geographical environment, local remains, and local 
customs. Everywhere materials are provided for making 
the local past real. All products human art industry 
are historic products. All human customs are historic cus- 
toms. The radius fame not the only measure signi- 
ficance community the teaching history. every 
community there should systematic search local 
resources for points from which the pupil may begin his 
journeys into the past and which may return. 

Museums are often aid the study history. Some 
cities have museums that show the actual development 
city country. some museums, such the one 
Milwaukee, the child can follow the growth America 
from the cliff dwellers the present day. The museum 
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Santa offers variety materials for the study 
the Indians. The school itself can made repository 
local antiquities. 

Pictorial illustrations have long been familiar feature 
American textbooks history. verbal description 
the picture needed make really intelligible. 

Picture postcards, photographs, illustrations news- 
papers, magazines, and books, lantern slides, and the like, 
are useful arousing and holding the interest the class. 

Maps, charts, and diagrams not, like models and 
pictures, represent reality directly. They show relations 
rather than actual objects. They should aim simplicity 
and avoid all unnecessary elaboration. The blackboard 
should utilized illustrate situations for which verbal 
description alone might inadequate. 

Throughout the elementary course, history should 
abound concrete details for visualizing persons, situa- 
tions, events. Dramatization aid this work. Letter 
writing common device for “living the past.” Children 
love imagine themselves living elsewhere. Here the 
place arouse enthusiasm. time permits the children 
may keep diaries. Let them record what they might have 
seen heard such date. 


Use Models and Pictures 


With clear visualization the primary purpose models 
and pictures the history class There are 
other purposes. The sense reality important, but 
reality itself must interpreted. must leave behind 
images and ideas. Models and pictures are aids visuali- 
zation; they may also aids interpretation. Observa- 
tion, analysis, comparison, classification data, and gen- 
eralization should and may hand hand. 

great aid the teaching history inspect the 
historians’ materials. 

Literary documents, such laws, decisions the 
courts, official proclamations, orders, charters, and the 
like. 

Monuments, inscriptions, ruins, fact everything 
coming under the head archeology and antiquities. 

Historical geography, study the origin, meaning, 
distribution, and changes geographical names. 

Natural science, especially physical geography and 
geology. 

The Use Maps 

The history teacher can present vivid picture his- 
torical events with the use maps. They may not 
valuable other means presentation, but they have 
purpose their own. The climate, industries, natural 
resources play important part the history coun- 
try. The purpose settlements, the decisions generals 
during war, etc., have bearing the physical condi- 
tions. map allows for variation presenting the 
material. 

Organization Facts 

The teaching history involves: (1) fixing 
nently mind those single factors that determine the gen- 
eral movement, some selected portion it; (2) 
the relation these facts the development so- 
ciety; (3) more thorough investigation social and 
political elements with special reference causal 
relations. 

Facts should not crowded into the child’s mind, for 
that makes history dry and uninteresting. far better 
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leave the child such spontaneous interest history 
may spring within him, than blunt the edge 
his mind with mere dates and indigestible material. 

child has healthy appetite for facts; likes action 
and story; the child should therefore suitably served 
with facts, action, and story while craves them, post- 
poning theorizing until the time comes for theories. 

There are three questions that may asked about 
every historical fact, besides the question what 
itself; viz., “When was it?” “Where was it?” “Why was 
it?” And the teacher’s success large degree will turn 
the skillful handling these questions. 


The Time Question 

Even though definite number dates can pre- 
scribed for history, they should not disregarded. The 
easiest way remember dates study them connec- 
tion with the different periods. Then the big points 
each period should selected with the corresponding 
date. The causes and results action are greater 
importance than the year, for one event naturally pave: 
the way for others. 


The Place Relation 


Since history action movement, involves the ide« 
place well time. The historical bearings rela- 
tions geography may considered under two aspects, 
the static and the dynamic. First, geography furnishes 
history its sphere theater action. This purely 
spatial relation. Secondly, geography historical cause 
great potency and value. Temperature, humidity, and 
food directly affect man’s physical and mental character, 
and his life. These agents affect him through his occu- 
pations, his pastimes, his activities, and his wants still 
more powerfully, and are mediate historical factors 
great value. The historian must take account food sup- 
ply, the occupations men, industries and commerce, all 
closely related natural conditions. must account for 
the location, the growth, and the character cities, 
the construction lines transportation and travel. 
What powerful factors American history are Indian 
corn, the cotton belt, the fisheries, the forests, the coal 
fields, the oil regions, and the gold and silver mines! 
Military operations are largely governed physical con- 
ditions. Gettysburg gave the National and Confederate 
armies field battle; its relations and peculiar con- 
formation this field exerted great influence upon the bat- 
tle itself. The shores Massachusetts Bay gave the Puri- 
tans opportunity something; they also deter- 
mined degree what they did and what they could do. 

There are other reasons for emphasizing geography 
connection with history. Historical events that are not 
located the pupil are neither understood nor remem- 
bered. Careful study good map the next best thing 
visiting historical locality. The memory wholly 
dependent upon the associating activities the mind. 
Without them nothing could retained 
learned. 

Geographical facts are much better understood 
much more readily retained the mind, when 
and clothed with human interest 


facts when grouped and rested their geographical sup- 


ports are commonplaces. 
The Delaware will always associated with 
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events: Penn’s treaty with the Indians, the Continental 
Congress, the British occupation, and the Federal Conven- 
tion; and with great characters Penn, Franklin, and 
Washington. 

Grouping historical figures and scenes around geo- 
graphical centers make these centers instinct with life and 
motion, while the centers themselves, binding the figures 
and scenes together, give them new permanence and 
solidity. Coronado and his explorations offer broad field 
for discussion.

the doctrine causation that find the value 
history guide and discipline. Rightly led, the 
student pursues his work under the guiding principles 
unity and order. The conduct shaped and the intellect 
disciplined grasping the fact that like events follow like 
causes. What man sows reaps. The child learns that 
there universally best form government, but that 
government’s success dependent upon the history and 
the genius the people, and that that best relatively 
which best expresses national life. Mr. Lecky states that 
history one the best schools for that kind reason- 
ing which most useful practical life.” 

The main function the historian teacher 
show how things came they are, what were the 
agents, and what were the influences, and inculcate 
moral, political, religious lessons. the case ele- 
mentary history the influence the teacher may pecu- 
liarly warping, the pupil little more than wax his 
hands. The philosophy should incidental rather than 
obtrusive; should follow the example. tale well told 
points its own moral and adorns itself. History useful 
guide only when truly narrated. Its very first 
moral lesson teach truth. Accordingly, the teacher 
should have the genuine historical instinct, the true enthu- 
siasm know what happened; should fond the 
story for its own sake, and love with things not 
merely for what they were, but simply because they were. 


The Use Textbooks 


Teachers history should not content themselves 
with the knowledge the text, but read histories and 
other materials that deal with the great movements the 
history our country. Proceeding this way, the teacher 
produces ecclesiastical history, constitutional history, 
military history, industrial history, etc. The lessons 
will have flesh and blood and not mere skeletons. 

Prior fourth-grade work, history should taught 
story form. may correlated with religion, reading, 
and English. Biographies form the main topic during the 
next two years. text may used. The facts presented 
the primary stage must particular, simple, concrete. 
The first lessons should like the events that the child 
sees, hears, and reads the living world. Thus the 
child passes from the known world current life the 
unknown world historic life. addition being simple 
and particular, the facts should such real life 
would attract the attention and hold the imagination 
the learner. The children should discover the picturesque 
and romantic. Dramatization important. 

The European background American history should 
studied the sixth grade. This the stage for corre- 
lation during the religion and geography periods. The Chi- 
cago Curriculum has designated for the fifth grade the 
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study Church history. The story the Church 
mingled with geographical and historical facts that cannot 
separated. 

The work the seventh and eighth grades the study 
American history. these grades discussion the 
subject matter should the first step. Then pick out the 
main points, analyze, and summarize. wise thing 
have the pupils read other books connection with the 
assignment. 

any form lesson reciting, important place must 
assigned questioning. Questions should clear, 
definite, concise. They should phrased intel- 
ligible without repetition construction. 

Questions are two general kinds that call 
for facts, and those that call for the use facts. Under 
the former are included all questions answered directly 
the textbook. Under the latter are included all questions 
that require independent selection, grouping, comparison, 
inference, and application. Questions the first kind are 
memory questions. Questions the second kind are 
thought questions. Questions either kind may assume 
variety general forms. While the former help train 
the memory and are valuable for drills, the latter should 
encouraged. 

Names particular should drilled upon till they 
are pronounced with correctness and facility. 


Collateral Reading 


are convinced that the text the chief instrument 
school instruction history, yet this should supple- 
mented collateral reading. This needed make the 
textbook itself intelligible. This suggests: (1) materials 
add elements reality, and (2) materials add in- 
formation; (3) materials make history interesting and 
inspiring; (4) materials give acquaintance with his- 
torical literature; and (5) materials illustrate the his- 
torical method study. 

Collateral reading the class should begin not later 
than the sixth grade, and above the seventh grade made 
part the daily preparation. Again and again the wise 
teacher will interrupt discussion and suggest some reading 
basis for continuing discussion the next meeting 
the class. There should regular readings prepared 
advance. Some assistance necessary with reference 
books, indexes, and pages. Later topics may assigned 
without reference any specified material. Interest 
current events leads the pupils read outside their own 
textbook. When they begin this their own accord, 
may consider that our teaching history has been 
successful.

their reading giving the following points: (1) Full 
name author. (2) Full title work. (3) Number 
volumes, publisher, place and date publication. (4) 
Number pages read. (5) Personal impression.

Many teachers outstanding ability have regarded the 
methods and devices the child-centered school mere 
fads and whims. That the old-time school produced its 
noted statesmen and noble citizens there doubt. But 
the teacher today who ignores the needs and interests 
childhood his teaching technique will forced 
remember them his problems discipline. 

religious teachers, let not forget that have 
consecrated our lives the service Catholic youth, 
rather than the perpetuity outworn methods and 
devices. Whatever may our views concerning certain 
modern sociological problems, let ever remember that 
our responsibility lies seeking protection and guidance 
for the child under these conditions. For instance, may 
agree most heartily with the youngster who was lament- 
ing her mother’s early morning departure from the home. 
Upon being assured that was necessary for mother 
“go out and bring home the bacon,” this sage four 
years replied that she would prefer forego the bacon 
and enjoy her mother’s company. However, our convic- 
tion that lower standard living and increase 
parental influence would conduce the ultimate welfare 
the child, will not solve the problem Mary’s leisure 
the here and now. 

Measured terms the child’s own physical develop- 
ment, our school day already too long. Yet what 
done with those children whose parents are absent from 
home, business pleasure bent, until nearly six 
o’clock the evening? Early the year noticed 
tendency among our pupils stay around the premises

until late hour. Some these children could em- 
ployed housekeeping activities preparation for the 
next day’s work, but far the greater number played 
unsupervised games the playground. When advised 
home, they retired from sight but not from sound. 


Evil Remedied 


Every teacher will agree that unsupervised play ex- 
pensive, nay, downright extravagant. After paying for 
number broken windshields and windows, having ex- 
hausted the contents our first-aid kit the victims 
this routine, and having completely used our stock 
patience and oratorical ability irate parents 
and policemen that were not sponsoring course 
prize fighting, began take stock the situation. 

The children who perpetrated these offenses were 
neither incorrigible nor destructive. They simply lacked 
proper outlet for their surplus energy and harmless 
means employing their spare time. Why not capitalize 
this situation and utilize this time for our school projects? 
When mention projects not refer the project 
method. Many able teacher has been prejudiced against 
projects attempting use the project the vehicle 
for imparting definite amount information. That 
great deal information thus acquired, one will 
deny. But, whereas the requirements the course 
study are definite, the scope the project vague. After 
one two unsuccessful attempts master certain units 
subject matter this way, these teachers have hence- 
forth confined their teaching testable, and from the 
child’s point view perhaps detestable, facts. However, 
the fault lies not the project but lack vision 
the teacher’s part. 


Utilizing the Project 

Our aim project work has been rather harness and 
direct the creative ability the child, promote his 
social growth group work, develop proper attitudes 
and appreciations regard his schoolwork, and 
provide wholesome outlet for his emotions. Catholic edu- 
cators are continually urging supplement the teach- 
ing religious principles providing situations which 
they must applied.

ten cents per child for the year. Every resourceful teacher 
realizes the possibilities utilizing odds and ends 
discarded material. Our microphone, for instance, happens 
constructed from old coffee can and piece 
broomstick. Most our posters were made from wall- 
paper samples and scraps colored paper. Once the chil- 
dren’s interest aroused, they need restrained rather 
than encouraged bring material from home. One 
mother complained that while she wished her child 
enthusiastie about school she certainly drew the line when 
the father was late his office because had stop 
the school deliver couple old broomsticks. 

The activities completed the course the year are 
too numerous list. Besides working out colorful 
backgrounds for their social studies, the children wrote, 
costumed, and produced several plays, and supplemented 
their work religion, literature, and hygiene with many 
posters, booklets, and sand-table scenes.

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material dubbed very aptly “Sunday-school stuff” 
one disgusted pupil. While hope convey many 
moral lesson through the medium literature, this type 
material convinces the child nothing further than 
that “the martyrs were the people who had live with 
the saints.” When are blessed with much material 
Catholic tone and high literary value, there 
excuse for cheapening our children’s tastes and killing 
their desire read.

Many other devices 
have been utilized encourage wide reading, such 
book reports, posters, etc. Great care has been taken 
see that each child has access sufficient material within 
his achievement level. 


Spontaneous Dramatics 


much for the development literary appreciation.

fact, during the snowstorm which accompanied Wash- 
ington’s trip across the Delaware one child became 
benumbed with cold that she forgot propel the boat 
harbor. 

Another powerful motivation for work oral reading 
the radio broadcasting station.

For- 
tunately, the subject art extensive one; easily 
divisible into number related sections differing greatly 
complexity. hitch individual students and groups 
students the section which offers them the greatest 
return for effort expended should the business those 
who plan courses art.

the Jewish people, but the fulfillment the promise 
regarding Eve the Garden Eden: 

will put enmities between thee and the woman, 
and thy seed and her seed: she shall crush thy head 
and thou shalt lie wait for her heel” (Gen. iii. 15). 

Church history may treated the same spirit. 
the elementary school will presented princi- 
pally the biographies significant characters, par- 
ticularly the saints and popes. The same opportunities 
exist for making character tell the story the age 
and bring into the account other characters and major 
events. Naturally, too, the competent historian and 
the competent teacher will show the connecting rela- 
tions few deft touches. take that what are 
interested Church history not history 
European institutions, the Church one agency 
the world stage, but the fuller meaning and signi- 
ficance the Church the Mystical Body Christ.

The Whole and Parts the Whole 


The older pedagogy set along with such principles 
from the simple the complex, from the known 
the unknown, from the particular the general, from 
the easy the difficult, formula similar these that 
need separate consideration. the principle that 
should proceed from the parts the whole. was 
assumed that the part was simpler more particular 
than the whole and consequently should the be- 
ginning instruction. 

other times this principle was formulated the 
exact opposite; namely, that should proceed from 
the whole the parts. wasn’t quite clear what this 
meant because frequently some aspect the whole 
was the beginning instruction. need not now 
concern ourselves with what this procedure means 
either formulation because the truth elsewhere. 

Professor James’s description the mind the be- 
ginning “big buzzing blooming confusion.” that 
confusion the whole ordered mind the adult. That 
broad fact characteristic the steps that develop- 
ment. The procedure the mind its development 
from wholes, undiscriminated, partially discrim- 
inated, wholes with more discrimination. 
development mental organization. The analysis 
wholes into their parts elements make the 
whole more definite. The part part because 
whole. That the mental fact, and that the 
fundamental basis the pedagogical procedure. 

The procedure between the whole and the parts 
the whole involves analysis and synthesis, the break- 
ing (mentally) and the putting together.

one reads the pedagogical literature relating 
the teaching religion and particularly the truths 
Christian doctrine presented eminent authorities, 
one struck the frequency with which the pro- 
posals are reduced certain formulas that have lost 
their significance and are without helpfulness the 
teacher. These formulas are: 

From the simple the complex. 

From the concrete the abstract. 

From the known the unknown. 

From the easy the difficult. 

The more general instruction that includes these 
formulas thus simply stated: Adapt the instruction 
the child. This true every other subject 
religion. must find out for the children are 
teach what simple, what concrete, what 
known, what easy. Unless know what the formu- 
las mean terms both the individual’s experience 
and the individual’s capacity, they are empty formulas. 

they become dangerous when they are interpreted 
terms subject matter. assumed that there 
the subject matter some subject matter that 
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itself, simple concrete easy. part that 
extraneous motivation that begin really under- 
stand. part that interest subject matter and 
that emphasis the logical the expense the psy- 
chological which the basis much our present 
ineffectiveness. becomes even worse when the or- 
ganization not where neither the child 
nor the teacher perceives the logic—but just 
seeming concatenation unrelated topics. 

need our guard against what seems 
like obvious and palpable truism. Proceed from 
the simple the complex. But pray for Mary Jones 
and the forty class. What simple? What 
concrete enough? What known? What easy? 

Know Mary Jones more significant advice than 
these various formulas.

remember that child was set the task writing 
out the four conjugations the regular verbs Latin 
each time violated some rule one teachers.

course, the incident isolated one, means 
wondering. Had not the good principal confused punish- 
ment with something else, for one thing? Had she been 
altogether wise making such rule? Did the punish- 
ment bear any relation the infraction the rule? And 
finally, what would the natural result using that 
beautiful salutation for such purpose? have answers 
for the questions; merely set them down worthy 
consideration. 

The ideal school would one, naturally, which there 
was need rules. would one, questionless, 
which the pupils were anxious learn that even there 
were rules one would have either time inclination 
break them. But have not yet evolved that school. In- 
stead have crowded rooms, pupils among whom 
there are but few gifted with the divine curiosity, and 
teachers who are pushed the limit their capacities and 
who deserve the maximum praise even for the minimum 
accomplishment under the circumstances. Hence, there 
must rules, many them; for they are required for 
use aids the management many human beings 
limited space. Therefore, must have them, would 
not better have few and those few 
highly contributory the welfare all? 

have doubt that from number points view 
for small boy put his hands his pockets might 
considered bad form. would seem, however, that there 
are many worse traits characteristic the group. should 
much prefer training that would prevent trampling upon 
the smallest ones the larger they run full tilt about 
the grounds. And again, should not averse training 
sportsmanship connection with marbles and balls and 
games tag. And finally, what the bully and his 
tyranny matters snatched caps, torn books, ruined 
clothing? Would not better perhaps were com- 
pelled keep his hands his pockets? But labor the 
point. repeat: the incident mentioned but isolated. 
wonder, however, there may not other rules other 
places which are equally futile. 

the necessity for discipline within the classroom, 
there cannot the slightest question; respect for the 
authority the teacher and for learning general must 
sustained. May there not ways and ways, however? 
own experience illuminating. After suffering 
connection with Latin, discovered that knowledge 
that language was necessary for success chosen 
profession; hence, was compelled pursue it. Such was 
prejudice, however, that was tempted choose 
another vocation. the end realized folly and be- 
came not bad Latinist, but only after had wasted 
three valuable yéars. was silly, admit; but teacher 
had been stupid. 

How much better the result might have been, had there 
been the idea privileges provided school for the 
benefit those proved proficiency! Suppose that had 
been led realize the wealth fascination that lies the 
writing Pliny, the world beauty inherent the 
poetry Horace. know now that should never have 
rested until command Latin was sufficient for 
have read everything that both men had written. And 
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have small doubt that this matter developing attitudes 
might made function many the 
saving much discouraging punishment. 

For instance, own small boy, whom spoke 
moment ago, suffered agonies because arithmetic. 
seemed unable learn the simplest processes. Day after 
day was kept after hours because had failed com- 
plete the assigned work. had been given instruction 
during that time, there might have been some advantage 
gained. But was not instructed; nothing was required 
him but that sit quietly with folded hands hour 
punishment for his supposed idleness when should have 
been working the problems set. After had brought home 
series low grades the subject, discovered his diffi- 
culty. And then using aviation for like millions his 
showed him that could not become crack aviator 
without mathematics and that mathematics depends upon 
mastering arithmetic. His grade arithmetic immediately 
rose, and need longer sit for hour with folded 
hands when should playing the sunshine. But 
again offer isolated incident. Does not suggest, 
however, that there may comparable occasions? 

The whole point remarks may, without further 
ado, summed this idea: For years our schools 
plodded along teaching traditional subjects the tradi- 
tional manner; there came time, however, when they 
began break away, learn new methods teaching, 
augment their curricula with new subjects could they 
not, under the same impulse, give more attention mat- 
ters punishment, discarding the rod and the other tradi- 
tional devices except emergency, and concentrating 
upon constructive, character-building, intelligence-devel- 
oping methods punishment?

recent events and achievements. This has been true 
the teaching geography, history, science, civics, lit- 
erature, and other subjects. all these cases the stu- 
dents were more familiar with the discoveries the pro- 
duction decades centuries ago than they were with 
those more recent periods. 

Pupils studying American history were more familiar 
with the settlement Jamestown than they were with the 
events present administration. science they knew the 
discoveries Kelvin Gaiileo better than they did the 
recent remarkable achievements chemistry, biology, 
physics. literature they knew the works 
Scott Irving and were totally ignorant all modern 
productions. 

The effect this situation was twofold. the first 
place, students regarded school entirely detached from 
the practical problems life and consequently only 
theoretical importance. Secondly, the school failed per- 
form one its most important functions; namely, 
train the students apply correct principles the events 
everyday life and exercise discriminating judgment 
the evaluation current happenings. 

The cause this unsatisfactory situation not hard 
find. The textbook has been the measuring stick Amer- 
ican teaching. should have been the teacher who 
brought his her task wealth culture and in- 
terest the best things life, but the teachers were in- 
adequately prepared and were unable keep abreast 
current developments incapable passing mature 
judgment matters not set forth the pages text- 
book.

Fortunately recent years have witnessed slow but 
steady and consistent improvement. Higher standards 
teacher preparation are constantly being set and not only 
are the teachers receiving more training before entering 
upon teaching career but are constantly improving them- 
selves continuation work.

Furthermore the improvement made textbooks dur- 
ing this period has been short remarkable. New 
textbooks appear each year and new editions the older 
texts are constantly brought forth.

Simultaneous with this improvement standards 
teaching and textbook materials, recent years have wit- 
nessed the foundation periodicals designed 
give pupils and students all grades concise and 
accurate statement current news. These periodicals 
have been splendid contribution good teaching, for 
they bring into the classroom the realities the world 
around. 


Current Topics

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Value Current Topics 

The introduction current topics into the regular 
school curriculum has been one the most encouraging 
developments recent school practice. This study, when 
rightly conducted, makes school real and interesting 
pupils all ages and fits them meet the demands 
modern life. linking the past with the present, rec- 
ognizing the dynamic forces work, and applying 
correct principles the evaluation events they occur, 
the study current news history vitalizes the work 
geography, history, civics, science, religion, and other 
subjects. 

geography the pupil receives entirely new and 
reasonable ground for learning the significance the 
earth’s poles when reads that group men with air- 
planes and broadcasting equipment are engaged flying 
over the ends the earth. The location and industry 
Brazil are made much more real and significant when the 
pupil discovers that revolution Sao Paulo increas- 
ing the cost coffee the corner grocery. 

cold wave moving down from Montana with snow and 
zero weather, improved railway service between Capetown 
and Cairo, picturesque candidate running for office 
Texas Oklahoma, new dikes along the Zuider Zee, 
strike the textile mills Massachusetts, these and 
many other items carried the current news periodicals 
will furnish real life situation for the use geographic 
knowledge and natural background for the study the 
subject. 

What has been said geography equally true his- 
tory. There may presidential campaign progress. 
One the issues may the tariff. Ramifications this 
subject extend back through the decades far 1816. 
News items regarding the business depression lead 
study other depressions. Unemployment statistics can 
explained only the light the industrial revolution 
and the increased use machinery during the past cen- 
tury. The democratic vote the South invites study 
Reconstruction Days. upheaval South America re- 
calls the plantations the Franciscans and the Jesuits 
and the efforts the early missionaries build 
stable, civilized community among the natives. Historic 
events are taking place constantly all parts the 
world which not only have great importance the present 
time but which bear deep relation historic happenings 
the past. 

Civics likewise takes renewed interest the light 
current events, while the news progress made the var- 
ious fields science and applied science vital and in- 
teresting that lends fuller significance science study. 
needless say that study current news furnishes 
valuable material for supplementary reading well 
topics for oral and written English. 


Religion and Current Topics 
There is, however, phase schoolwork which 
discussion current news more vital importance 
than the study religion. Through this medium the 
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pupils receive news Catholic life all parts the 
world and the same time they are given opportunity 
applying religious principles the events everyday 
life. The criticism has often been made that religious in- 
struction too theoretical and result Catholic young 
people spite good instruction fail apply true stand- 
ards morality business, politics, and public affairs. 
study current happenings offers the laboratory desired 
for discussion the morality trusts, wages, poor re- 
lief, voting, graft, taxation, careless automobile driving, 
public health, and numerous other questions. 

Most educators will agree with what has been said 
far. There is, however, some difference opinion among 
teachers relative the source material for such study. 
There are teachers who prefer assign topics, in- 
vite the suggestion topics the pupils, and depend 
for the further development the subjects upon informa- 
tion obtained the pupils home. Other teachers use 
the daily papers for classroom use, well for the prep- 
aration reports home. Others use the standard weekly 
news review. The greater number teachers the pres- 
ent time seem prefer the use news periodicals pre- 
pared specifically for school children. 

Much may said favor all these methods. 
Home discussion undoubtedly has its merits and pupils 
are prepared meet real life situations they must 
initiated into the use the daily the standard 
news review. 


Periodicals for Children 


These sources information may sufficient for high- 
school students, taught capable teachers they 
have had good training the evaluation current news 
previous grades. Periodicals prepared specifically for 
school children, however, are superior for school use par- 
ticularly the elementary grades. the better papers 
this type, the selection news items made with view 
the relative importance the news and the manner 
presentation more clearly within the comprehension 
the children for whom the paper intended. Standard 
publications and the daily papers should used for sup- 
plementary reference work the upper grades and high 
school. 

Greatest care will have exercised the use the 
daily paper the classroom. medium instruction 
highly unsatisfactory. The relative attention given 
news the daily paper not proportion the value 
the news but rather based the sensational quality 
the event described. The daily paper very provincial, 
devoting the greatest amount space local sensational 
news, much which relatively little importance. 
Very little space given news national importance 
and still less space foreign news. Scientific discoveries, 
economic events, literary achievements, and numerous 
other sources important news are almost totally neg- 
lected. 

All this renders the daily paper unsatisfactory fer 
general classroom use. If, however, the daily paper used 
supplementary material and made the subject 
critical study the classroom, the pupils will come 
recognize its outstanding defects and eventually better 
standards journalism may built up. 

The ideal classroom paper would one which there 
are several editions suited the respective ages the 
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pupils. Each edition edited persons expe- 
rienced writing for children the age grades for 
which the edition intended. The selection news for 
publication should receive most careful attention. The 
standard selection should not merely natural inter- 
est but should also aim create interest all events 
importance. Catholic school every effort likewise 
should made acquaint the pupils with important 
Catholic news. 

teaching current events all formalism should 
avoided. Merely repeating what has been read the paper 
should also avoided. not desirable many 
instances hold separate class current events, but 
such class conducted, should held the form 
socialized recitation. much class discussion possible 
should encouraged. Current-events clubs, debates, and 
similar activities will lend interest and variety the study. 

Projects may undertaken which will involve the use 
current news well limited amount research. 
Pupils may required keep notebooks containing clip- 
pings, pictures, and other interesting material. 

Both sides disputed questions should fairly pre- 
sented and where moral religious considerations are in- 
volved, these should adequately explained and dis- 
cussed. 

While the study current events should largely 
student activity, inspiration and direction must come from 
the teacher. The teacher must point out the significant 
events and must guide the discussion. will the teacher 
who calls attention moral principles, who lends en- 
couragement and enthusiasm, and who correlates the cur- 
rent happenings with the material the curriculum. 


SURVEY HIGH SCHOOLS 


Approximately half the boys and girls high-school 
age are now enrolled high schools, according National 
Survey High School Education just completed the 
Office Education. the year 1890 the number enrolled 
was only per cent those eligible. 

The survey, which was provided for Congress three 
years ago, has been conducted under the direction Dr. 
Leonard Koos, the University Chicago, who has com- 
piled preliminary summary the findings. Full reports will 
available the fall separate monographs issued 

The survey shows the present tendency social subjects 
and physical education replace foreign languages and math- 
ematics required subjects the high-school curriculum. 

Regarding high-school reorganization Dr. Koos reports that 
“size for size, enrollments about 1,600, the six-year 
school has advantages over the separate three-year junior and 
senior high schools.” also reports growing demand for 
the junior college.

Not 
detailed report, nor critical pronouncement upon proceed- 
ings, but just little talk one who will listen willingly, 
keep what worth while, and forget the rest.

tended, and that found the papers and discussions interest- 
ing and practical. You will know without telling you that 
attended the meetings the Secondary-School Department, 
that being the logical thing for do. is, therefore, 
that department shall write.

awaited the papers with interest and was not disap- 
pointed. Rev. Thornton was not present read his 
paper, but this was done for him Father Gaynor, O.P. The 
latter began stating that the title the paper was really 
incorrect since the contents were entirely Pro. The discussion 
Father Roy, S.J., was, however, entirely Contra, and much 
surprise and amusement resulted from Jesuit’s taking this 
view with regard the teaching Latin. The advocate for 
each side was sincere and earnest. Father Thornton 
that all pupils can taught Latin, that the attitude many 
parents and children toward the subject the direct cause 
its not succeeding. Father Roy, while would glad have 
all study Latin, thinks impossible for all learn it, just 
impossible for them learn other subjects. Opinions 
for and against were also given from the floor. 

What you think, Sister? sympathies leaned Fa- 
ther Gaynor’s view, but experience told would not 
do. seems true that all pupils cannot make headway with 
Latin. More true, perhaps, would say that all pupils 
have not made headway with that subject. But have idea 
that the teacher were all that teacher might be, the pupils 
would attain satisfactory results. too much ideal- 
ist, Sister Rose Margaret? 

But very often the parents take the decision out our 
hands, they not? They insist that give their children 
something more practical than Latin, something which, ap- 
parently, has nearer approach dollars and cents, they 
will take them away and send them where they can choose 
their course. 

One thing, however, with which will not agree that 
there cultural value even one two years’ study 
Latin. Certainly there not the way often taught. But 
contend that with the right method teaching 
which, after all, means with the right teacher correlation 
with good results can made between the study Latin and 
the study the English language, and between Latin and 
history, not mention its close connection with the study 
religion. course, not much can done two years, 
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the N.C.E.A. Convention 


but even the little makes for culture. But many think, they 
not, that the high schools exist not for culture but for bread 
and butter? 

was interested the question Latin, was even 
anxious with regard the subject religion. much has 
been said and written the past few years about the teaching 
religion, its neglect its failure, that any religious teacher 
must eager for light and guidance this difficult field. 
Was light come from the discussion the subject the 
Convention? 

Father Laux offered excellent plan for the teaching 
religion the high school. You will read the published 
proceedings the Convention, shall not into details. 
Neither could justice here. But the question that 
arose mind was: “Can the Sisters carry out?” You 
know there are some who think that religion the high 
school should taught priest. Certainly, Sister can 
ever teach the subject with the same authority priest pos- 
sesses; yet she has her advantages, you and know well. 
any rate, seems that “the good Nuns” are destined 
teachers religion well religious teachers, least for 
the immediate future. 

Judging from the spirited discussions and the numerous 
voices from the floor, interest the subject religion 
strong. And why not? Why are teachers all? you re- 
member Sister Mary Paul’s saying that were not for the 
question religion, she would rather take washing than 
teach? But the religious teacher must prepared for her 
work; must not take for granted that she knows the subject 
because she religious, any more than she can take for 
granted her knowledge mathematics and languages. 

The importance attached the subject religion, and 
high standing the religion teacher among the faculty, will 
something raise the subject the esteem the pupils. 
High-school pupils are apt think and even say: “Oh, re- 
ligion, we’ve had that all our lives.” And good Catholic moth- 
said certain occasion when her daughter had 
won premium for Christian doctrine: will that help 
her earn her living?” 

there any need say more this subject, Sister Rose 
Margaret? Religion was always the pleasantest period the 
day your classes. You never thought that was just sub- 
ject sandwiched in, omitted, other things were 
pressing and time was short. Some the Convention were 
your way thinking, for the opinion was expressed that 
forty-minute period every day was not too much. step for- 
ward was definitely made when standing committee the 
subject religion teaching was formed before the final ad- 
journment the Convention. 

not think because dwell these that other sub- 
jects interest were discussed. Vocational guidance figured 
prominently, and course, the use and abuse tests came 
for its share. “Vocabulary Teaching the English Courses 
High Schools” led discussion interesting me. The 
opinion that every pupil can succeed English was advanced, 
only opposed contrary assertion. Various speeches 
were made around the subject, but seemed that both 
sides were right they considered it. The difficulty was, 
think, that they were not talking about the same thing. 

Every normal pupil can learn English far correctness 
goes is, can taught speak and write correctly, 
and read with fair measure understanding. But the 
higher reaches the subject, the appreciation litera- 
ture, and the expression thought, every one cannot suc- 
ceed any more than every one can succeed music art. 
This gift, granted one, denied another, even many 
another. 
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paper that listened with great interest was the last 
the program not because was the last, however. The 
subject was: “Lecture vs. Laboratory Methods the Teach- 
ing the Natural Sciences the High Schools,” Brother 
Eugene Paulin, Ph.D., Inspector Schools, Maryhurst 
Normal, Kirkwood, Mo. Knowing old love for science, 
you will not surprised interest. The paper favored 
the demonstration method rather than the laboratory method 
for teaching science the high school. are destined 
hear more this subject shall desist from further re- 
mark. Perhaps you have been following the trend opinion 
this matter? 

have already remarked the good attendance the Con- 
vention. was made chiefly Sisters, true, but for 
all that was not Sisters’ convention. But then, this 
man’s world. Interest, too, was manifested the very end, 
spite crowded quarters and weather sometimes too warm 
too wet for comfort. But surely one does not look for com- 
fort conventions. Neither can omit some mention the 
excellent display textbooks and school materials general, 
made various publishers the building where the sessions 
were held. would have been pleasant visit the stands and 
examine the books with you, but perhaps next year St. 
Paul?

The keeping individual accuracy-speed charts type- 
writing is, perhaps, one the best means retaining interest 
typewriting. Being skill subject, typewriting, after the first 
term, can easily become the mere mechanical operation 
typewriter for minutes day. While true that constant 
practice will eventually result more facile operation, the 
stimulus afforded daily check speed and accuracy 
will much hasten the student’s rise from the “plateau” 
which reaches the ordinary course practice. 

After the proper technique has been acquired, the rate 
progress direct proportion the student’s interest 
acquiring greater skill. With due allowance for differences 
muscular reaction and nerve responses, believe the rate 
progress the majority our students not propor- 
tion the amount time given the subject. Only com- 
paratively few students, for example, attain speed 
words minute after term’s work the subject, and yet 
enough attain demonsirate that not extraor- 
dinary achievement. Their learning curve reaches “plateau” 
after rising words minute and remains there 
for the remainder the term, unless stimulated interest. 

When begin keeping accuracy-speed charts matter 
controversy. begin just soon the keyboard has 
been completely mastered; that is, soon after the student be- 
gins type connected matter. find the student, even 
this stage his progress, wondering how many words 
writing. mistake, course, sacrifice accuracy for 
speed any time, but since speed well accuracy our 
objective, well keep both mind from the beginning. 
Once the keyboard has been mastered, both speed and ac- 
curacy are much more matter concentration and applica- 
tion than knowledge the keyboard. This, think, evi- 
dent from the fact that the slow typist not necessarily the 
accurate typist. Moreover, since the net speed only taken 
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into consideration, keeping the chart easy demon- 
strate that accuracy brings higher score. five-minute 
test, the ten-word deduction for each mistake means reduc- 
tion two words minute for each error. 

the advanced grades typewriting the advantage 
individual check speed and accuracy even more im- 
portant. When much time must given letter forms, 
tabulation, invoices, etc., the daily speed test insures practice 
keyboard facility which apt lag stand still when 
the student’s attention diverted form, arrangement, and 
the like. The speed test increased seven the 
advanced grades typewriting, since his powers sustained 
attention have this time increased. Seven minutes in- 
tensive, concentrated practice far more valuable ac- 
quiring speed than half hour haphazard operation. 

Objections are made, course, the time taken keep 
these charts, but matter fact, once the charts 
been started, simply involves the time taken note the 
total number strokes written. Calculating the net speed anc 
accuracy and recording these results the charts graphic 
form done home each student. weekly check thi 
teacher will insure their accuracy and completion. This need 
not take any excessive amount time the accuracy 
single day’s record will indicate whether not the student 
finding all his mistakes and calculating the net speed and 
curacy correctly. 

The advantage keeping the chart graphic form 
vious. The graph easier read than any other type 
chart and find the student interested watching the curve 
down. Net speed calculated according the rules 
for marking international speed contests and accuracy rec- 
orded terms per cent, per cent being deducted for 
each error. Regular graph paper used.

Latin Class 


Students beginning the study Latin are usually bewildered 
the appearance declensions and conjugations and gram- 
matical nomenclature. Lionel Chagrin relates High Points 
(New York City), how overcame these bugaboos. During 
the first week, introduced his students Latin without 
book. The first day they learned: “Puella ambulat; 
Femina ambulant.” Subjects were 
interchanged, the phrase “nominative case” introduced, and 
the words “non” and “et” used. The class was surprised 
learn how simple Latin was. 

The next day the use the accusative case was demon- 
strated. was called the “objective” till the completion 
the lesson. The next lesson added “est” and “sunt” and the 
predicate nominative, the teacher being careful forestall 
“est ambulant.” The next lesson explained the use the 
ablative with “in” express location. 

The homework during this period consisted original 
sentences proposed the pupils for translation. part 
the classwork, Latin words having English derivatives were 
written the board and the pupils were asked “guess” 
their meaning. The plan the whole procedure was give 
the students the impression that Latin quite simple. the 
sixth day the pupils passed very satisfactory test, and the 
teacher reports thus: 

“When, the following day, distributed books and 
the first conjugation, discovered beyond the slightest shadow 
doubt that never would have been nearly 
with the class under former method, but, the contrary. 
would have worked harder for poorer results. This way, 
ten minutes, battered down forever the idea ‘the queen 
she lives’ and five days produced highly enthusiastic lovers 
Latin.”

The Child’s First Week 
School

week school, falls the primary teacher, unless 

she prepared training and experience master 
the situation. Her task, namely that initiating the inex- 
perienced child school, takes quite different aspect 
from that the other teachers, who, the first day 
school, welcome the old pupils who return them full 
eagerness and enthusiasm, ready continue lines 
activity with which they are already familiar. The 
beginner, the other hand, venturing for the first time, 
the great journey from home school. The great cour- 
age that had shown leaving home perhaps deserts 
altogether new him. The number strange children 
and the strange teacher will not first any encour- 
agement the timid child. overcome the difficulty 
the child’s transition from home school there need 
much tact and skill the part the teacher. Her 
problem, for the time being, will make the child 
feel home. win his love and confidence she must 
have the heart mother and lead him forget the 
home that has just left. Most children will have spell 
homesickness, they not show the first day, 
will come some time during the first week. devolves 
the teacher help the child overcome this feeling, 
otherwise may get disgusted with school the very 
start. She must keep him interested and busy, that 


most difficult problem perhaps during the first 
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may forget himself. should led take part 
games, action songs, recitations and seatwork, that 
will find easy and enjoyable, such clay modeling, 
making simple designs and figures with splints, triangles, 
pegs. 

The teacher should try associate home and school. 
She will this means little recitations and stories 
about the home the family. When the time for prayer 
comes, the child will reminded home, where 
always prays his mother’s knee. Perhaps will 
familiar with the Our Father and Hail Mary. The teacher 
will present pictures and talk about the Holy Family, 
the Guardian Angel, etc., and the child will happy 
recognize them already familiar him, sees them 
every day home. 

The program during the first week school, will, 
course, differ considerably from the regular program. 
fact, program can rigidly followed the first day 
even the first week. attempt should made formal 
teaching reading writing for least two three 
days. Toward the fourth and fifth day, may intro- 
duced some small measure and gradually increased 
the child becomes adjusted the new environment. The 
following program will suggest what should the activi- 
ties for each day the week. 


The First Day 


important step winning the confidence the 
beginner will accomplished, the teacher the 
playground before school and gives warm welcome 
each newcomer arrives. course, much the time 
will taken with the enrollment and distribution 
books. Even though the beginner not ready use 
book, would home sorely disappointed some form 
hand chart not placed into his hands the first day. 
book his own treasure which means the world 
the small child. 

Each exercise should limited five ten minutes. 
greeting exercise should find place the beginning 
the program. simple good-morning song will help the 
purpose. Then exercise the children rising and greeting 
anyone who enters the room. Let some them play the 
part the pastor, the principal, and the teacher; the rest 
the class respond. 

The children will now ready for story. Have pic- 
tures arranged around the blackboard ledge, representing 
some story, such Peter Rabbit. Relate the story, indi- 
cating pictures. The children will then ready drama- 
tize the story; this they find much enjoyment. Prob- 
ably when they return home that afternoon they will 
through the same performance with their little compan- 
ions, and look forward the next day when they can 
back school. 

small children soon tire their desks and long for 
action muscular activity, let them play soldiers and 
march rhythm for the next few minutes, taking one 
row time, the teacher (and later child) playing the 
part captain. Then let them sing some action song, 
such “Thumb Finger.” 

recess fifteen minutes should follow, during which 
free play the open air will allowed. There too, the 
teacher’s presence will necessary encourage the 
timid child take part the games and make friends 
with his little companions. 
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Assignment Places 


the children enter the room they are assigned their 
places. few words may here said concerning the 
neatness and cleanliness their desks and room. Here, 
too, the play instinct may used advantage. The chil- 
dren are told, that their desk their own little house, 
which they are keep very clean and neat. The aisles 
between the rows are streets, which must kept clean 
too. The streets and the houses may called their 
number. certain rivalry, which street will kept 
the best, may maintained. Then one great difficulty 
will eliminated that keeping the floor clean. 

The teacher tells bird story and gets the children in- 
terested birds’ nests. Then she says: are now going 
play Santa Claus, but you know, comes only when 
everybody asleep. Let all lay our heads down and 
sleep. not wake till you hear the bell tap.” 
Children all sleep. The teacher goes around and places 
before each child ball modeling clay. (Here exer- 
cise stick laying may substituted, clay not 
available.) The teacher says: while ago were talk- 
ing about the birds’ nests. will show you how make 
bird’s nest. Take half your clay and roll into 
ball, like this.” (The ball held the palm the 
left hand and hollow pressed into the thumb 
the right hand). many eggs were the nest? 
Three. Let make three eggs and put them the nest.” 

course, the teacher should demonstrate the same 
time, step step, when the children any work this 
kind, for that age the tendency imitate can used 
great advantage. This exercise can used the fol- 
lowing days with variations the number eggs; this 
will beginning number work. 

When the time for dismissal draws near, simple good- 
song will appropriate. 


The Second Day 


Begin with prayer and kindergarten good-morning 
song. The children have already been assigned their places, 
but they not yet know how pass and out the 
room orderly way and how mind signals. Here 
they may taught how respond the signals. 
tion,” rise their right given signal and pass out 
quietly.

The program during the next three days will much 
the same that the preceding days. course, some- 
thing new should introduced each day. Only gradually 
the child should transferred from play work. The 
play instinct the child, however, must never lost sight 
of, and, much possible, should combined with 
work. must made feel that his work play and 
not that imposed him. 

Toward the third day, the child will ready learn 
the colors. Each child should provided with box 
colored crayons. Colored cards are placed along the black- 
board ledge. Two children time are chosen “run 
the race” finding the corresponding cards the teacher 
calls out the color names. When the game over, the 
children place the crayon boxes their desks. The 
teacher, pointing the first card the board, says:

Interest the study phase teaching compara- 
tively recent date. Less than years ago McMurry gave 
impetus this part the teacher’s work his well- 
known book, How Study and Teaching How Study. 
Current educational literature giving increasing em- 
phasis practical schemes the carrying out the “how 
study” technique. have tried interpret the theory 
and practice “teaching how study” through intro- 
spection and observation and upon the basis this analy- 
sis and interpretation have constructed plan for 
directing study high-school history class. 

here presented the procedure intended for use with 
class about twenty students junior history. The 
assumption that there provision the school for 
special “how-to-study courses,” and that the duty 
directing pupils’ study habits devolves upon the individual 
teachers. 

Certain skills, largely mechanical, are essential elements 
effective study procedure. Such skills are use the 
text and use the library. attempting give in- 
struction these techniques for the senior high school, 
the teacher should know precisely what extent and 
which details the procedure her particular class needs 
direction. pretest similar the one following might 
given for this purpose when the class meets the first time 
the opening the semester.

The test returns will indicate the relative ability the 
individual pupils use the aids for study given the 
text: table contents, lists maps and illustrations, 
marginal summaries, index. careful analysis the 
returns will suggest what directive remedial, individual 
group instruction must given.

The teacher explains clearly and demonstrates the cor- 
rect procedure textbook use. Oral drill exercises are then 
held. These are followed very short written 
test, similar the pretest textbook use. This “mastery 
test” will provide further drill the mechanical pro- 
cedure, motivation the students, and basis for the 
teacher judge the degree pupil assimilation. 

After the mastery test, directions are given the use 
the library. not necessary this time enter 
into details; this may done with greater profit con- 
nection with the assignment the history term paper.
